Your committee to whom was referred the consideration of the establishment ols 
Female Seminary of high order within the bounds of the Cold. Water Baptist Assoo 
ation, beg leave to report, 

‘That from the limited time they have had to reflect on the subject, they are certaia 
they cannot do it that justice which its importance demands; yet the necessities of the 
denomination and their frends are such, in this and the adjoining associations, as to re 
quire some immediate action, in order to establish as soon as circumstances will permit, 
a high school answering their wants. 

Your committee are aware that the present is an age of improvement in mind, ani 
to keep pace with that improvement, institutions of learning of high character, for ow 
female rising generation must be had; and your committee are aware that the subjer 
of female education has too'long slumbered im our denomination, with a few p 
worthy exceptions, for if you would see the rising generation a bappy and prospere 
one, it must be an educated one; for though we may never want a female to sway & 
sceptre of State or take an active part in the Legislative Hall, yet an educated f 
community will always secure a corresponding opposite. The character is ever 
from impressions made in early life by female precept and example. 

Your committe would respectfully suggest, that the association appoint a co 
tee of 22, one from each church, to solicit subscriptions for the erection of suitable bui 
ings for accommodation of said school, and they would further suggest that said sch 
_ be denominated the Cold Water Baptist Female Seminary, and that’ its location 
selected by said committee, and to be under the special management of the Baptist 
nornination through a Board of Trustees, appointed’by the Cold Water Association, ¢ 
thirds of whom shail be of the Baptist Denomination and the other third from 
friendly thereto. 

And your committee would farther suggest, that the teachers of said school shall 
of the regular Baptist cburch. ~ 

Your committee are of. opinion, that in order to commence operations as soon 
- requisite fands shall be secured (as doubtless they will) that the association 

delegate to the Executive Board = power to appoint a ne Comumittee to 
mine on the plan. 

Your committee would further suggest, that the buildings be so constructed, 
answer all collegiate purposes, if the patronage of the seminary should hereafter 
rant the Trustees in changing it into a college, as we have no doubt the wants of 
beloved denomination and their friends require such an institution, and that of the

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APPENDIX 6. | 


Dear Brethren,—Another anniversary of your association having arrived, it be- 
comes my duty to give you @ succinct aceount of my-jabors, during the past associa- 
tional year. [ therefore respectfully submit this my sixth annual report. 

Having no one to assist me during the firat of the year, it was impossible for me to 
supply every destitute neighborhood, but I endeavored as much as possible to supply 
the places, that seemed to be most destitute. My congregations have usually been much 
larger, than during any former year; and the e have manifested unusual interest in 
the subject of religion, ip almost every neighborhood that I have visited. ‘ 

I continued my regular appointments until the second Lord’s day in July; sinee 
that ume brother Halliburton and myself (and occasionally some good brethren who had 
the kindness to assist us) have been holding protracted meetings, at which the Lord has 
deigned to meet with us, and gragiously pour. out his spirit upon the people, so that. 
scores of precious souls have been brought into sweet subjection, to the mild and pacific 
reign of the blessed Redeemer. - ; 

I have rarely known revivals so general, for we have scarcely held a meeting of 
days, at any place, at whicl we have not had, to some extent, a revival, And the Lord 
has been pleased in an esperial manner, to build up the waste places in your association; 
lor owt most extensive revivals have been in the most destitute places. Having had a 

ort attack of fever, | wae prevented attending two very interesting meetings, and was 
under the necessity of retiring from my field of operation for nearly three weeks. ‘Were 
it thot for extending my report beyond. the proper limit, I should be glad to give you an 
sccount of all the revivals we have had; but I will content myself with giving you only 
® short history of one. In a destitute neighborhood near Tallahatchie, where there was 
© church and very little preaching of any kind, I thought it best to have a Lord’s day 
*ppointment, until the time for holding Protracted meetings, then being aided by brethren 
Halfibarton, Young and Renfroe, ¢ach a part of the time, we held a meeting about thir- 
teen days, at which there were about forty-six professed religion, and seventeen were 
immersed during the meeting ; four subsequently at that place, arid one at Union 
hureh, At the meeting we constituted a ehurch, which I suppose will join your associ- 
ion. Greatly to the commendation of the non-professing part of the community, I 
will mention two remarkable circumstances. There were so few professors oftrehgion 
in the neighborhood, it became necessary they should bear no small part in supporting 
‘meeting, which they seemed to do with great cheerfulness ; and‘in addition to that 
entirely unsolicited, they presented|me with about twenty-one dollars as-a compen 
sation for my labors among them. But the most of those, whom I called non-profes_ 
tore, | am happy to state are not such now, but are, I trust, children of the living God. 

The following is @ synopsis of ny labors: 1 have traveled about one thousand nine 
bundred and sixty-one miles—prenched one hundred and*nine sermons—visited one 
bundred and twenty-two farhilies—deliverod thirty-three lectures—assisted in ordaining 
two deacons—assisted in constituting one church (the Emery church) and administered 
~ Lord's supper once—delivered twenty-six exhortations—attended ten protracted 

At all the meetings I have attended, there have been seventy-five professions.

APPENDIX BE. 


The committee appointed on Domestic Missions beg leave to report the following: 

The: subject of missions at home is one ef considerable importance, and calls 
increased exertions, upon the part of the chareh. The bowads of this association are 
considerable extent, within which are to be found neighborhoods whieh, but for t 
labors of your missionaries, would be entirely destitute of the preaching of the wo 
Notwithstanding the ':beralities of the churches comprising this association in sustai 
the cause of Domestic Missions, they have not as yet (as it seems to us) manifested 
hvely an interest in this cause as its importance and urgency demands. Much good 
heen effected by your missionaries, which in eternity will doubtless tell well. Still, 
the limited amount of services secured by this association, compared with the extent 
the field of labor, much yet remains to be done. Taking into consideration (0 exten 
and the capability of the churches comprising this association, it would seem to 
advisable in order to enlarge the field of labor; that in the place'of sustaining one 
sionary, wé should engage (wo; both of whom could be actively engaged in disser 
ting the truths of the everlasting gospel of Christ. 

We beg leave to refer to the formation, and progress of this association, as coni 
atory of the usefulness and success attendant upon missionary exertions. This 
ation was constituted in 1841, composed of six churches, numbering two hundred 
sixty-eight members, since. which time the churches have increased to,twenty-tw®, 
members of the same having more than quadrupled since the commencement. 
the early existence of this association (1843) the labors of brother Lewis were 
as missionary. After riding one year, brother Dupuy was-secured in that cal 
waose labors have continued up to the pregent time, embracing the interim of 18 

From brother Dupuy we have been enabled to obtain the following statistics:

cons, twenty—administered the Lord’s supper, sixteen—ordained ministers, two— 
felivered exhortations, 150—attended protracted meetings, thirty five—constituted ten 
hurches—baptized ninety-one—about 500 converts. 

Such is the report from one of our missionaries; now when we recollect that we 
ave had the services of brother Lewis, Young & Halliburton, whose services have been 
ignally owned by the Lord, what an amount of good bas been effected through the 
astrumentality of your missionaries. ~ : 

Brethren, it seems to us, that we have cause for increased confidence in God, when 
¢ review the circumstances above ‘related. Whilet the field of labor is so extensive 
nd laborers of the harvest so few, shall we not as an association and individuals com- 
osing it, exert ourselves to the utmost, by prayer and contributions, to further on this 
ood cause? We believe that in order to, ensure concert of action, and an increase of 
interest and exertion corresponding to it, it is only necessary that this subject be pre- . 

ted to'the prayerful consideration of our members,-and-we doubt not they will arise in
